Mr. EditorT here wax an article in last 
week's Gazette, reflecting somewhat on the Gram¬ 
mar School in this village, and justice to the teach¬ 
er* and especially to the teacher of the second 
class, calls for a reply. The article U rather am¬ 
biguous, as it leaves the public in doubt just where 
the shaft is aimed. I was in doubt myself, until I 
had read the article nearly throngh. The reference 
to the laid page of Walton’s Written Arithmetic 
indicated the place of the difficulty. I felt then 
much as did the man when one of his neighbors 
was drafted during the late war. “They have 
drafted my next door neighbor,” said he, “ and it 
will be my turn next.” 

The writer says “ The age of the scholars com¬ 
prising this school varies from lo years (and possi¬ 
bly less than that) upward.” Is not the impression 
conveyer! by the above statement that the average 
age of the scholars is about to years. Would the 
reader suppose that the average age is about n? 
which is the fact. Suppose the teacher, in reply, 
should say that the age of the scholars is from 16 
downwards ; would not a very different impression 
he conveyed I 

l will sUte here that the Grammar School, at the 
beginning of the present year, contained live class¬ 
es. It was thought best by the committee, super¬ 
intendent and teachers, to condense the number of 
classes, nuking three. This was done in January. 
Some scholars were promoted from the second and 
third classes into the first, from the third and fourth 
intf the second, and from the fourth and fifth into 
the third. Those scholars who were promoted into 
the first and second classes were told that they 
would have to study very hard to keep up with 
their classes; But they were not obliged to be pro¬ 
moted if they thought the work would lie too much 
for them; U> tell their parents how it was, so that 
they could object to the promotion, if they chose, 
borne of the pat ents did object to their children be¬ 
ing prirooted to the first class. This was -consid¬ 
ered wise by the principal, and they were allowed 
to go into the second class. The teachers endeav¬ 
ored to classify the scholars wisely and justly. The 
experience of the last seven weeks leads them to 
think there may be a very few who will be as well 
Uf, if not better off, to fall back one class. How¬ 
ever, if no request Is received from their parents to 
put them back, an effort will be nude to keep them 

rfc work for each class is assigned by the super¬ 
intendent, through the approbation of the school 
committee. Each teacher, then, lias a certain 
amount uf work for his class to do, and it is his 
duty to see that it is done, if it can be. If any 
member of » class finds the labor too great, he is 
simply in the vrroRg class, and should step down 
into the next lower.

Now, is it fair, is it just, is it honest to put such 
an article in the paper as appeared in last week’s 
Gazette about the Grammar .School of this village ? 
Would it not have been better to have gone to the 
teachers and nude the complaint to them, if there 
was a grievance, and see if it could not be re¬ 
moved ? 1 will say, in conclusion^ that 1 know of a 
parent who lias a ten year old child in the school 
complaiued of, who has seen no reason to feel that 
his child ia overworked, nor has the child any com¬ 
plaint to make. It is a serious matter to charge a 
teacher with injuring the health or causing the 
death of a scholar by overwork. 1 should feel very 
sorry indeed, to learn that 1 had done anything of 
the kind myself. The teachers 0 / the school arc 
well aware that the aim of education should l>e to 
develop the mind, and are as much opposed to 
cramming as any one. They also believe in keep¬ 
ing scholars, at least of a Grammar School grade, 
busy during school hours.

Would a pet son of good judgment test the 
ability of a whole class of 40 or so members, the 
ages varying from 10 to 16 years, by the amount of 
work the youngest scholar in the class is able to do? 
If the time spent by “grumblers” in finding fault 
or writing lengthy articles for the paper be employed 
in visiting the schools, it would lx? time well spent, 
and they could see for themselves the amount of 
work a scholar is obliged to do.

I heard a similar story on the frontier of 
Texas, more than four yenrs ago, and set

the cuuvass In Iowa for the Senate, 
wherein lien. Belknap was nu avowed 
candidate, one Geo. A. Arraes, then sub¬ 
editor of a scurvy sheet in Chicago, re¬ 
pented these charges with a view of In¬ 
fluencing the election, but as tho avid 
Amies,a Captain of the 10th Cavalry,was 
lu 1*70 found guilty by a Court Martial, 
or selling and disjoining of public prop- 
erly, among* multitude of other char¬ 
ges, and dismissed the service,his charges 
carried but little weight with them, and 
fell lifeless on the public mind. 

1 heard the story on Wrduesday even¬ 
ing. and, with the group of which I was 
one,refused to give It a moment’s credence. 
In tho .party was a correspondent of a 
prominent Democratic New York daily, 
who remarked on the lustant, "Why In the 
world can't you let that ridiculous story 
drop; I have heard It for two years about 
seven times a day.” Only one corrcspon- 
'dent in Washington thought the story 
worth the expense of a telegram, and 
that wo* he of tho Jlaltinwre iimrtte, a 
fiercely democratic aud intensely sensa¬ 
tional sheet, which has the credit, aucli 
ns It Is, of first bringing the scandal to 
Washington In print. Ou Thursday morn¬ 
ing few were found to credit the rapidly 
Increasing and quickly exaggerated ru¬ 
mors, and when the confirmation came, It 
burst with the eflhct of a thunderbolt. 
Men who have ever been quick to believe, 
and eager to retail political and personal 
scandal, stood aghast at the confirmation 
of their wildest hopes. Individuals who 
have been the loudest In crying “corrup¬ 
tion I” at every street comer and hotel 
corridor, could do nothing hut smile se¬ 
renely with a hesitating air, sad wonder 
at their unexpected fortune. Congress¬ 
men, who for the post ten years have 
spouted Indictments, and snulted scandal 
In everv net of the administration, gasped 
for breath, and lmrrlcd for the domestic 
fireside to consider tho wonderment In 
seclusion. Men hurried through tho 
streets with wild expressions, and stood 
lu groups about the corners, In whisper¬ 
ing significance. The excitement, though 
unusually quiet, was Intense uud general 
throughout the city. 

I do not think that Gen. Belknap has 
ever been a popular Minister, but with 
no desire to assist in kicking a man be¬ 
cause he is down, I do not propose to 
enlarge except lu general terms, on thu 
point. Although his crime Is a great one, 
and tlic misdemeanor extreme, It falls far 
short of the base ingratitude which un¬ 
derlies the whole huge fabric of his guilt. 
Ills military record was un average one, 
and the close of the war found him poor 
and but moderately famous, but with the 
reputation of a brave man and n gallant 
soldier. Coming to Washington lu 18GS, 
a supplicant for any sort of position un¬ 
der the government, be sought aud thiled 
to receive from CWngress, even so poor 
un u|>poiutmeut as .Second Lieutenant in 
the army. Upon the accession of Presi¬ 
dent Grant, under whom he had served 
in the Western army, he was given a Col- 
lectorshlp of Internal llcvenue lu his own 
Iowa district. On the donth of Gen. 
Bawlins, he was called from bis petty ob¬ 
scurity, aud with no merit in the world, 
beyond the implicit confidence of thu 
President, was placed at the head of thu 
War Department. From the very mo¬ 
ment of his prefertneut, us the evidence 
has elicited, his speculation commenced, 
lie could hardly have received the notice 
ol his extraordinary and unmerited for¬ 
tune, before his ubusc of the confidence 
reposed lu his honor ami integrity by the 
President beguu. From that moment, 
until the hour of his disgrace the magni¬ 
tude of his crime and ingratitude kept 
pace only with the iucrcased confidence 
aud multiplied honors heaped upon him 
by his benefactor. As I was returning 
to my home ou Thursday afternoon,! met 
the President slowly paelnga side street, 
with head hung down, aud languid step, 
pulling furiously at his cigar, ami I won- 
dared what could be his feelings at such 
a moment. Could he ever again have 
confidence ill mult? Was not his faith lu 
human uulurc ut the point of exhaustion? 
Although 1 knew he was trumpiug up and 
down this retired street to escape his 
friends--perhaps even his own thoughts— 

I felt—humble and obscure as a jiuor devil 
of a newspaper correspondent run feel— 
like grasping him by the huml, and ussur- 
ng him of the sympathy of one man. at 
all events, who has experienced a like 
temptation to cavil at the designs of 
Providence. But as 1 passed him, ouc 
glance of those Imperturbable feuturus 
—was it an expression of stoicism or 
resignation, I could not satisfy* myself 
which—convinced me that a hundred 
blows like this would not suffice to rufilr 
the temper of "the man of silence.” 

The cause of Belknap’s downfall need 
not be sought for loug, nusuceesfully.— 
A poor man, without means to um|d!ry a 
dignity, without the money power to 
maintain a position, raised from compara¬ 
tive obscurity to the honors of a Cabinet 
Minister, thrown luto a society w herein 
extravagance Is a reigning power, he 
yielded to a temptation, us few meu in 
his position would nut have done, lie 
can take poor refbge lu the plea that the 
bargalu was made by his wife, for beyond 
his admitted subsequent complicity, the 
fault was his own «f> initio. Gen. Bel¬ 
knap is by no means the first nor uuly 
one w ho has sacrificed principle, honor, 
alul iutegrity, to the Moloch of Wash¬ 
ington society. Love of display, a de¬ 
sire for social *rauk commensurate to 
rank political, an attempt to outshine and 
lead, where It Is difficult und Insane to 
follow, has becu the futul ruck of his dis¬ 
aster. 

That Washington society Is a tyranni¬ 
cal one, uoue can doubt, but so loug a- 
its members are provided with a surfeit 
of funds no one has a right to complain 
of the manner in which they scatter them. 
Meu like Secretary Fish, who must work 
hard to spend Ids legitimate Income, like 
Secretary’s Jewell and Chandler, whose 
Income from a loug maintained business 
Is ample for extravagance; like Secretary 
Bristow, whose wife is u luilliomtre.x, 
or Attorney Gen. l’ierrepont, whose de¬ 
votion to a long and extensive pruetice 
has enabled him to amass a competency; 
like Senator’s Stewart aud Jones, win) 
count their millions lu thccolumu of tens, 
to say nothing of the huudreds of minor 
officials and private citizens, who couul 
their weulth by hundreds of thousands, 
can afford to ludulge In extravagances, 
und criticism has a right to be silent.— 
But when officials who must perforce do. 
pend upou small salaries, attempt to 
keep pace with such associates, there eau 
be but one result, baukruptey of purse 
or reputation. Does the downfall of 
lieu lieikuap prove tbe corruption or 
Washluglon society?

en. But society still exists, and thrives, 
anil mnltlplle* Its extravagances, as It 
bss an undoubted right to do. 

Another query of the hour Is, “Docs 
the hasty acceptance Ivy the President 
of Belknap's resignation, Injure tlic par¬ 
ly?" has I think been satisfactorily an¬ 
swered In the negative. It Is proven 
that the President had not the least In¬ 
timation of the proceedings of the Com¬ 
mittee, or the least knowledge of tbe 
extent of the crime of Ills War Secretary, 
except what was told him by the latter, 
at the moment the resignation was ten¬ 
dered. The Secretary Intimated that the 
crime was that of his wife, and the Pres- 
blent,deeply Impressed with what seeinad 
an unusual and praiseworthy act of self- 
sacrifice, and knowing that the former 
must meet the punishment of law, and 
with no desire to aid him III avoiding It, 
accepted It on the spot. Ilad he known 
the full extent of tlic crime, or the mag¬ 
nitude of tho charges, or the duplicity of 
the Secretary, the result would have been 
dllTerent. The opposition are assailing 
him for the act, as they would have as¬ 
sailed him had he taken the contrary 
course. It would be unreasonable to 
suppose that the President and every one 
of the late associates of the Secretary 
of War, do not sympathize with him In 
his misfortunes, but In their minds, aud I 
have failed to hear the opinion of a sin¬ 
gle member of the party who has not the 
determination, there exists a feeling that 
he shall not be allowed to escape punish¬ 
ment. And this brings us to tbe last and 
perhaps most Important query of the 
hour, “Will the Belknap cose Injure the 
Republican party.” 

Wc cannot escape tbe fact that the 
situation la a serious one, that Its influ¬ 
ence la wide spread,and likely to affect 
tho country to a certain extent.

LOCAL HEWS. 


Axinttnl Town Meeting. 

Weymouth town hall was well filled on 
Monday last, the occurrence of the annual 
town meeting calling out a large number 
of citizens, whose general interest in the 
topics of the day was manifest in the 
spirited and interesting discussion of mu¬ 
nicipal matters. The voting for town 
officers continued until 1 P. M., when the 
polls were closed, and the meeting imme¬ 
diately proceeded to the consideration of 
the various articles of the Warrant. 

The reports of town officers, as printed, 
were accepted by the town, and the ab¬ 
sorbing question of highway expenditures 
was then taken up, with a manifest deter¬ 
mination to reduce the expenditure this 
year. The Selectmen had suggested the 
sum required, and after attempts to ob¬ 
tain an appropriation of $12,000, and then 
fto.ooo, the motion of Mr. T. B. Porter 
to appropriate $S,ooo, the Surveyors to 
have $800 each, and the balance to he 
expended under direction of the Select¬ 
men, was carried by a considerable ma¬ 
jority. As the winter has been an unfa¬ 
vorable one for the roads, and much of 
the highway needs more instead of less 
expenditure, the reduction of this appro¬ 
priation is deemed by many as an unwise 
procedure, and what has been taken off 
at this meeting must be made up another 
year. With 60 miles of road in town, 
much of which is over low lying and 
swampy soil, the action of the town in 
this respect seems objectionable. 

This question being decided, F. W. 
Lewis, Esq. moved the consideration of 
the 12th article of the Warrant, referring 
to compensation of School Committee, 
and this being acceded to, he moved an 
indefinite postponement of the article, 
which was voted, the town by this action 
making no provision of payment for the 
School Committee service. 

Article 5 was then in order, and the 
subject of employing a Sup't of Schools 
produced a lively and very general discus¬ 
sion. A motion was made to employ a 
Sup’t at a salary of $1200, this motion 
being debated by a number of speakers, 
the first debater alludir.g to the service of 
Mr. Lewis, the former Sup’t, who (as¬ 
sessed a superior fitness for tlic position, 
aud whose resignation was a damage to 
the schools, lie was opposed to cm* 
ploying a Sup't, as the town must pay a 
large salary to secure a competent person- 
The second speaker commended the pre¬ 
sent Superintendent, who he said enjoyed 
the unbounded confidence of tire teachers 
in the schools of his district. He advo¬ 
cated the employment ol a Su|>'t as a 
measure of economy and necessity. The 
examination of 43 schools required a 
man capable of discharging the onerous 
duty, and it could be best performed by a 
competent Superintendent. 

Mr. Lewis, of the School Committee, 
said the committee deeply felt the neces¬ 
sity of a Superintendent, and that the 
motion to pay $1200 was virtually one not 
to employ a Sup t. $25,000 expended 
under such an officer would be equal to 
$30,000 expended in any other method of 
conducting schools, and we cannot afford 
to dispense with a Sup’t. The salary 
[laid was not sufficient to retain the for¬ 
mer Sup't, nor would the sum moved be 
sufficient to retain the present one. He 
moved that tlic motion read that the town I 
employs Sup't of Schools, leaving out 
the question of compensation.

Mr. T. C. Sherman has had several 
auctions within the past week, at hit 
Clothing Store, on Union St., the ob¬ 
ject of the sales being that of reducing 
the stock. 

The Boston Dramatic Club played 
•'Led Astray,” In Phenix Hall, Friday 
evening; and on the evening following 
produced the romantic drama, “Rip Van 
Winkle, or The Sleep of Twenty Years." 

Saturday morning, Feb. 36 th, while a 
young man by the name of Harding was 
assisting Mr. C. H. Collins in collecting 
ice, he placed his foot on a piece to keep 
it from slipping, when another person, 
at the same time, caught it with an ice 
hook, forcing the hook completely through 
his foot, producing a very ragged and 
severe wound.

Mr. B. F. l’oole is intending to move 
the building formerly occupied by his 
father, and put up in its stead a fine 
dwelling-house, which being on the main 
street will add much to the looks of the 
village.

' poor over boiling water enongh to cower 
them, add one handful of salt, then 
nook. When done, do not poor the wa¬ 
ter off, bnt beat with a fork until qnite 
fine. Then toko four yeast cakes, dis¬ 
solve in one pint of warm water, addone 
teacnp of white sugar, and let stand for 
abont an hoar: then add to the above. 
When well mixed, pot in another hand¬ 
ful of salt. It will be ready the next 
day to pat in the yeast jog. One small 
teacnp of th s yeast, with a tablespoon- 
fnl of anger in it, is enongh for live 
loaves of bread.

Tin Err*or or Alcohol on m 
•Bui*.—Long before the era of tem¬ 
perance ordinances and organizations, 
Hyrti, by far the greatest anatomist of 
the age, used to say that he ooold dis¬ 
tinguish, in the darkest room, by one 
stroke of the ecnlpei, the brain of the 
Inebriate from that qf the man who tired 
soberly. Now and then he would Con¬ 
gratulate hie class npon the posse salon 
of a drunkard’s brain, admirably fitted, 
(tom its hardness and more complete 
preoerration, for the purpose of demon- 
- atration. When the anatomist wishes to 
rfKeaerre a human brain for any length 
of time, he effeota that object by keep¬ 
ing the organ in a vessel of alcohol. 
From n soft, pulpy snbstanoc, it then 
becomes comparatively hard; and so, 
too, before death, the use of alcohol 
canses the induration of the delicate and 
gossamer-liko tisanes. 

Apple Mfledi Tor PIriiIrr. 

Oolman’s Hural World, in answering 
the question how to manage apple seeds, 
say: Take three or four times the quan¬ 
tity of sand that yon have of apple seed, 
and mix the scedand sand well together, 
nml pnt in shadow boxes, and exposo to 
the winter weather to freeze and thaw. 
They shonlil not lie too wet nor too dry. 
They should be stirred occasionally, and 
kept out of the reach of fowls, as they 
will eat the seed. As the warm weather 
approaches the seed will begin to germi¬ 
nate, and at the proper time fur planting 
the ground should bo deeply plowed 
and finely pulverized to receive the Rood. 
Bich soil is needed, and, if free from 
weeds, so much the better. Most per¬ 
sons drop the seed with the sand, in 
row* two feet, or two and a half feet, or 
three feet apart, so as to admit of horso 
cultivation. The plant most have clean 
cnltnre nod thorough hand-weeding and 
proper thinning, so as to be ready for 
grafting nttheoud of one season’s growth. 

A nntnrally well drained soil shonld ho 
chosen. 

flaw t. Urmm Plata. 

During the first und second season, 
the gruss plat, by the kind of care it re¬ 
ceives, may he made an eyesore or a 
spot of beauty. Frequent cutting nud 
winter protection are absolutely neet-s- 
sury. The lawn mowers, now within 
the reach of every one, make grass cut¬ 
ting uu the lawn anything but hard 
work. During the first growiug season, 
one shonld go over the young grass with 
tho-mower at least once iu every ten 
days. Later in the summer, in spots 
where the grass is coming in sparsely, a 
forkful of yard mannro should ho scat¬ 
tered. Cut ut intervals of ten days; it 
is policy to leave tho cut gruss on the 
surface as a mulch. Later iu the fall, 
before cold weather sets in, the grass 
plat may ho covered over with horso or 
yard manure, the (touting to he left on 
until the following spring, wlieu the 
ooarsor part may be removed bv the 
rake. This will leave tho ground iu ex¬ 
cellent condition for the next year’s 
growth. 

A LlfllHIFfll. 

R. S. Steele writes to tho American 
funner**’ clab: Some time ago I was n 
good deal worried with a couple of 
horses which had sore backs. 1 tried 
various remedies without success, and 
was beginning to despair when the fol¬ 
lowing receipt came to’ my notice: 
“ The inner hark of white oak hark 
boiled down in nil iron kettle (never use 
a brass one) until it is as black as ink; 
while boiling drop iu a piece o’ alum, 
about the size of a lion’s egg.” This I 
liniment is to lie applied with u sponge, | 
and is good f r auy sore or brume; iu I 
fact, it is a safe thing to keep iu one's I 
baru ready to use when occasion re-I 
quires. As 1 fonnd this so useful, I! 
veuture to send it for the benefit of oth-1 
ers who mny not be in the possession of 
anything os good. I think it is also nu 
excellent plan iu warm weather to clean 
the collars often with custilo soup. 

W Babins line aria and 1-laraa. 

To whiten flannel, made yellow by 
age, dissolve one and one half pounds 
of white soap iu fifty pounds soft water, 
anil also two-thirds of an ounce of spirits 
of ammonia. Immerse the flannel, atir 
well arouud for a short time, and wash 
in pure water. When block or navy 
blue linens are washed, soap should uot 
Ixi used. Take instead two potabs-s 
grated into tepid soft water (after hav¬ 
ing them washed and [iceledj, into 
which a toosr.nouful of ammonia lies 
beeu pnt. Waali tho linen with this, 
anil nil*' them iu oold blue water. 
They will need nu starch, anil should lie 
dried aud ironed ou the wrong side. An 
infusion of hay will keep the natural 
color iu buff liuens, and an iufnsiou of 
bran will do the same for brown linens 
aud prints. 

Ked Tape. 

Mrs. 0. M. Burnham, of Des Moines, 
Iowa, furnishes a speeimeieof army red 
tape that far eioceds iu leugth and eon 
volutiouH that which enfolded I’atrick 
Noonan's breeches. Her father, Asa 
Hprugue, was u soldier in the war of 
1812, and ut the oupture of Ogdenxhurg 
lost all his clothing and personal effects 
uf considerable value, being ut the time 
dangerously sick with fever. He es¬ 
caped by being drawn by hi* two sisters 
on a hand sled to Uewveltou, seven 
miles distant. The exposure cost him 
throe yjars of severe illness, from which 
he never fully recovered. His claim for 
his lost clothing was allowed iu 184M or 
18-ill, aud took its slow, tortuous course 
in charge of “tho office" uutil Decem¬ 
ber, 1874, when he finally received 850. 
This was about five mouths before hia 
death in Jane, 1870, at the age of eighty- 
eavtu years.

Calabria, also, for the same 
reosou. (laul, modern Franco, signifies , 
yellow-haired, os yellow hair character¬ 
ized its inhabitants.

Caledonia is a high hill. This was a 
rugged, mountainous province in Scot¬ 
land. Hibernia is utmost or last Labi 
tatiou ; for beyond this, westward, the 
Phteuiciaus never extended their voy¬ 
ages. Britain, the country of tin, great 
quantities being found on it and adiaoeut 
inlands. The Greeks called it Albion, I 
which signified iu the Phuuiician tongue 
either white or high niouutuius, from 
the whiteness of its shores or the high 
rocks on the western coast Corsica 
signifies tbe footsteps of men, which it 
resembles. Syracuse signifies U»d savor, 
so called from the unwholesome marsh ! 
on which it stood. Rhodes, serpents or 
dragons, which it produced in abun¬ 
dance.

Mr. EDITOR :—I think N. Welnter, Eaq., some* 
where in his aide and interesting treatise on the 
English language, speaks of what he call* a chain 
nhot — 1 "* weapon consisting of mo halls cr half 
halls connected by a chain” and used for warlike 
purposes. Vou may imagine my consternation, on 
taking up your last issue, to see one of tho*? 
double-headed missile*, impelled by a combined im* 
pulse, exaetjy in my direction, and the danger 
seemed none the less imminent when I realised that 
suth impulse was the joint products n of two indi¬ 
viduals standing so high in public estimation. Nob 
withstanding this 1 was glad to have this question 
discussed and I listened w ith pleasure to the two 
statements. But a mother (1 hope you win excuse 
me if, in what I now have to say, 1 introduce that 
word frequently, as 1 happen to be most acquainted 
with mothers)suggests to me that some of the state¬ 
ments need revision. For instance, there is a slight 
difference of opinion in regard to those ten exam 
fits, J. W. A. asserting that “they were the last of 
twenty-five examples all involving the same prin¬ 
ciples, so that it will be seen the class had the a<l' 
vantage derived from the jwrformance of the first 
fifteen.” I f<«l *wry to »y what justice compels 
me to say about the examples referred to. 1 cannot 
understand why the writer made such a representa¬ 
tion about them as was made. Is it possible he 
did not know what was transpiring in the school ? 
1 do not intend in what I now say to impeach his 
veracity, for 1 believe he would make no statement 
he did not think correct, and I do not do it 
either simply to sustain a position I have taken, but 
to show you and the public I am not talking at ran* 
dom. In die list of examples assigned by the 
teacher as the lesson for that day, ami marked down 
at the time, and since verified by the testimony of 
several pupils, those first fifteen examples were not 
given out to the class at all. 

It is also asserted that the scholars “were not 
0 b,'>ged to be promoted if they thought the work 
would l sS to° mi >ch for them ; to tell their parents 
how it was, ?o dut they could object to the promo¬ 
tion, if they chose.” I presume this is correct, but 
a mother informs me that her child aged eleven 
years was placed in the Grammar School ; that she 
found her studies were, in her estimation, too hard 
for her, as she appeared to be breaking down ; that 
she appealed to one of the teachers and desired that 
her child might be placed in a lower grade school, 
but her request was not complied with. The con¬ 
sequence is that this child has been removed from 
school entirely, on account of failing health, caused 
as the p^trent* say by a too great mental tax. I am 
heartily rejoiced that this is not always the case and 
that there is “one child of ten years" worthy to be 
held up as a model; and I am also glad that these 
ten year olds will occasionally turn up, although the 
average age of the pupils is so high. 

But 1 hope you will excuse me for being so pro* 
lix. I allude to this merely as a matter of justice, 
and I will say that I do not do it in reply to any 
mere personal insinuations. I wish to be distinctly 
understood, also, that I am not attacking the teach* 
ers—several of whom, I know, feel as I do on this 
subject—or any of the higher functionaries in our 
educational department,notwithstanding the opinion 
so sweetly expressed by N. K., and I do not pro. 
pose to do so. I have too great a respect for them 
all and also for the noble work in which they are 
engaged. If we must descend to low and unworthy 
personalities I have nothing more to say. I am 
simply speaking of the system prevailing in our 
Schools and many others ; and I would like for the 
time, to disassociate the abstract idea from the ac¬ 
tive agent. 

I will proceed to give you a few facts which liave 
been brought to my notice—every one of them hav¬ 
ing been voluntarily offered me. In reference to 
the ease with which those Grammar School exam¬ 
ples are performed I will instance the case of a 
young lady aged thirteen, who came home from 
school a few days since with swollen face and tear 
ful eyes, on account of her lesson for the following 
day. After a few attempts to perform her examples 
she sought the aid of an older brothe-, who signally 
failed to relieve her from her difficulty. She next 
consulted her mother, and when she, too, was un¬ 
successful, she took her books and sought the as¬ 
sistance of one of her more erudite neighbors, and 
parrot-like, presented her formulas at the tribunal 
next day all right. Did she accomplish the object 
most to be desired in development of her mental 
powers ? 

It may be said those cases will always occur, un¬ 
der whatever system. They are much less likely to 
occur where the mind is not too severely taxed. 

A parent, one who for years has been identified 
with the interests of education and who is a gradu¬ 
ate of two of our most celebrated institutions of 
learning, expresses his disapprobation of the forcing 
process now in operation and instances the case 
where some of his own children, under a rather un¬ 
usual pressure, during the last three weeks, felt 
obliged to spend the whole school-days at their 
desks, not going home even for their dinner*. T« 
relieve my sensitive friends I will say this did not 
occur in the school mentioned in my previous ar 
tide. 

In still another school, even farther distant, I 
know of a young lady of thirteen, whose parent* 
and teacher entertain the opinion that she has be£»t 
urged too much in school. At a consequence, as 
they believe, certainly as a sequence, her health ha* 
failed her and die is now for an indefinite petit d 
withdrawn from school. 

I know of another young lady, in still anothci 
school, whose mother is indignant at the cramming 
system now pursued, who has been obliged to be 
absent from her lessons a considerable portion ol 
the term, and would have left school entirely, 1 un¬ 
derstand, were it not that she was uhwilling to go 
into a lower grade. In this case the system was * 
reduced, it was thought by the mental strain, that 
not only her Jay thoughts but her night dreams 
were haunted by the phantom of im|>crfect recitu 
lions. I ask you of my readers who are parents, 
can you call up the counterpart of this in your own 
experience? 

I know of another, a boy, who, two years ago, was 
a member of one of our public schools. The labor 
demanded of him, in the opinion of his jurents 
and his physician, was such that it was feared for a 
time his ruind would never regain its accustomed 
strength. His nervous system was shattered, he 
bodily health failed and he was in such a conditu n 
as required the most watchful and anxious care 00 
the part of his parents and friends, lie never 
since lias been a member of our schools, except 
once he made the attempt for a few weeks but was 
Obliged to desist. This 1 am free to say is an 
unusual case. 1 will bring up no more instances of 
the kind to-day, but it seems to me, in view of thi 
facts 1 have presented, and many others, we ought 
to exercise very great care in overtaxing these youth¬ 
ful minds. 

Inasmuch as it has become fashionable to offer 
the readers of the Gazette mathematicial problem*, 
and inasmuch as we are officially informed that the 
pupils of the Grammar schools have two hours in 
which to learn their arithmetic, 1 propose the follow¬ 
ing example. The pupils of a certain school have 
six ( 6 ) hours a day minus intermission and time for 
opening and closing exercises, in which to study. 
These pupils have four ( 4 ) dally studies besides 
reading and spelling ; drawing two days in the 
week, compositions once a week and declamation* 
once a month. If two (a) hours a day aie devoted 
to the study of arithmetic how much time can be 
given to the other studies ? 1 truly think with the 
teachers that “they also believe in keeping scholar*. 
St lea»t of a Grammar School grade busy during 
$:hool hours.” But, Mr. Editor, 1 beg your 1 - rdo 1 
h r trespassing so long on your si>ace and > our j a* 
tence. Yet 1 do think this is a subject which ii - 
tercets a large class of your readers. 1 am an earn¬ 
est friend of education but I denize it in it* highest 
and best form and 1 certainly thftik that die present 
system of forcing these immature aud lender minds 
is analogous to forcing the young plants iu the hut* 
bouse. They bring forth premature though beaut.* 
ful dowers, but they draw with a deadly aud certain 
power upon the vitality ot the parent trunk.

OR R proper bill ia passed by Congress. 
He has now $12,000,000 of silver coined 
and $4,000,000 in bnllionon hand. The 
mint can coin $2,000,000 a month, and 
he has, of oourse, authority under the 
Resumption act to go on baying bullion 
fi r four and a half per cent, bonds. If 
the miqt works fall time ho can have 
$20,000,000 of silver change coined by 
the thirtieth of June, tint according to 
tho estimates of the treasury he will re¬ 
ceive bnt $16,000,000 of woniout frac¬ 
tional cnrrency for exchange nnd re¬ 
demption, os they call it, between now 
and the thirtieth of Jnne. So that, if 
the untnrnl rate of return of wornout 
currency be not accelerated, he could 
very safely 1 login to give out Rilver for 
mutilated currency at any time. 

The calculation is that so long as gold 
remains below 120 tho silver coin will 
remain in circulation. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances the committee show the fol¬ 
lowing figures as to the slightly superior 
economy of using silver rather than pa¬ 
per as fractional currency. Wo have 
now $37,000,000 of fractional currency 
afloat. These jietty notes arc said to 
run less than a year before they are sent 
i.. to bo exchanged for new, and it costs 
the considerable sum of $1,410,740- per 
annnm to reproduce them, which is, tho 
committee say, an anniml charge. But 
the bullion contained iu $37,000,000 of 
silver coin would require u sule of $81,- 
080,000 iu bonds, tho interest charge on 
which would be $1,398,600. The coinage 
of the whole amount will cost $555,000, 
but the silver coins will lost fifty years, 
tho director of the mint wyB, and this 
charge must be divided over that period, 
and will tlins amount to, say $10,000 a 
year—that is to say, tho treasury will 
save nearly $100,000 a year by substitut¬ 
ing silver for paper. • 

The new silver is to be a legal tender 
for -urns nnder $5, and there is a propo¬ 
sition to abolish one and two dollar lulls 
and place tho silver coin iu their places 
also. There is another proposition, as 
yet only talked of, to make these silvpr 
coins legal tender for sums np to $100.

Manth, of Now York, appeared in anewer to a 
snbpiena, and teetided to the fact that ho had 
hot n appointed i>oet-teiider at Fort Hill by tho 
eocrotary. and had immediately eo)d the con¬ 
tract to the man holding the position at that 
time, for which he received aenbaidy of $12,000 
per year, oue-haif of whioh he turned over to 
Mm. Delkuap, and a like anm paid annually 
since 1870, The committee Hummoued tho 
eecretarv before them, and heconfeeoed to tbe 
traiiHaction. Afterward he went to the Presi¬ 
dent and hauded iu hi* written resignation, 
which waa instantly accepted. Tho Presidout 
wae deeply affected, and the secretary wae iu a 
terrible state of excitement. The utmost as¬ 
tonishment prevailed throughout Washington 
on the disclosure being made. The committee, 
on presenting the faota to the House, demand¬ 
ed the impeachment of tha eocrotary for high 
crimes and misdemeanors, and resolutions of 
impeachment were adopted by the House 
unanimously.

The Black II Ills. 

Local newspapers published iu tho 
various towns of Colorado and Wyoming 
iudicute that tho Black Hills mining 
fever in raging high in that section of 
country, ami appears to he affecting 
more or leas the unemployed population 
of tho wholo West. KxpcditiouH to the 
new laud of gold nro constantly being 
fitted out from *St. Louis, Sedaltn, Knn- 
Has City, Oaiuha, Denver, Cheyenne, 
Sioux City, St. Paul, etc. The mild 
winter has served to swell the throng of 
euthu.siuHts, to whom the idea (hut uvci$ 
man may dig out hia own gold in dust 
aud nuggets is a tempting gilded picture. 
Many of the Western papers fan tho ex¬ 
citement by publishing statements pur¬ 
porting to bo from i uccessful miners 
who are taking out gold ut a rapid rate. 
Evidently there is another side to tho 
subject, which is not presented so fully, 
for there are private accounts of dis 
couraged and disgusted miners who are 
begging their way homeward. No doubt 
that those Western eitie^ through which 
the tide of immigration runs will enjoy 
new life and reap large profit* while the 
fever lost**; but the more sensible and 
thoughtful of the inhabitants have little 
f-dth in this rush to the new El Dorado. 
Doubtless there are exceptional instances 
where a fortune is suddenly gained, but, 
ou the average, more money would be 
made by steady honest effort at home 
than in this hazardous venture. It is 
«uid that not le**s than oue thousand 
men are now waiting in the single city 
of Cheyenne for transportation to the 
gold region. Cheyenne is about five 
huudred miles from Omaha, contuius 
nearly four thousand inhabitants in ad¬ 
dition to the floating population, and 
lias numerous stores, two banks, a few 
good hotels, and plenty of ordinary 
boarding houses. The cost of living in 
Cheyenne is said tv> be considerably 
higher Hum in New York. At Custer 
Ckty and Hill City, the princi|>ul camp¬ 
ing points in the eastern section of the 
Black Hills region, provisions are ex¬ 
ceedingly high; and it is considered 
doubtful whether the supplies there are 
iu any oveut sufficient to prevent great 
suffering among those now in camp and 
thono on their way thither.— h'j<‘hange.

have nothing iu our treatment of tbe 
I r»*d mau to congratulate ourselves upon. 
He has been sacrificed by us ns fast os 
suerilice became necessary to our ag 
g ramiizomelit. He bus been pushed be 
fore civilisation or trodden down in its 
march. Ho has been taught ail the 
vices of civilization, aud has improved

496 for sixteen musicians for companies, and 
inaert in lieu thereof the following: For tbe 
pay of tbe military academy baud, $14,880, 
aud it was agreed to. Other amendmonta, ap¬ 
propriating various amounts, were agreed to, 
and the bill was read a third time and passed. 

The Ghair laid before the Beuate a message

Mr. Alcorn (Ilep.), of Mississippi, introduced 
a bill appropriating $3,200,000 to repair and in 
part rebuild the levees of the Mississippi river; 
providing for its expenditure, aud for other 
purposes, itaferred to the select committee 
ui tho Mississippi leveos. 

Mr, Morrill (ltep.), of Vermont, from the 
committee on pnblio buildings aud grounds, ro- 
portod favorably on tbe Honse bill appropria¬ 
ting $75,000 for the purchase of material and 
for the continuation of tho wprk on the build¬ 
ing f»r a custom bouse at HL Loins. The bill 
was thou read a third tixuo and passed. 

Mr. Dunham (Deiu ), of Kentucky, offered a 
resolution instructing tbo judiciary committee 
to inqiuio wiiat legislation is necessary to se- 
enro indemnity to the United Htates for tho 
interest on subsidy bonds of tbe Pacific rail¬ 
road companies, aud also to secure indemnity 
against tbe liability of the Uuited States to 
pay the principal; aisn, to what extent the 
rates of freight aud transportation on those 
loads oau be regulated by Congroes, so m to 
make them less burdensome to the public. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Hamlin (Hep.), of Maine, introduced a 
bill fixing tho rate of postage ou tbiid-olass 
mail matter aud for other purposes. The bill 
proposes the following rates of postage, gradu¬ 
ated according to distance, namely: For dis¬ 
tance* not exceeding 300 miles, one cent for 
each two ounces or fractional part thereof; for 
distances between 300 and bOO miles, two 
cents; for distances between 800 aud 1,500 
miles, three cents, and fur each additional 
1,000 miles, one cent additional for each two 
ounces or fractional part thereof. 

A special rato is, however, proposed for tran¬ 
sient newspapers and magazines, namely : 
Oue oeut for every two ounces or fractional 
part thereof for any distance uot exceeding 
1,000 miles, but for any greater distance double 
this rate is to be paid. The bill also provides 
that aU occasional publications, prioes eurtent, 
catalogues, and annuals, and ail regular publi¬ 
cation* do voted primarily to advertising pur¬ 
poses, or for free circulation at uoiuiiial sub¬ 
scription rates, shall hereafter be considered 
aud charged as third-class mail matter. Other 
provisions authorize the writing of a brief 
form of pieseutation or of a brief description 
upon books and magazines, or any other arti¬ 
cles mailed as third class matter ; aud all in- 
BUtticiouiiy prepaid matter to be earned to its 
destination in cases where there ha» s uot been 
an evidunt luteutum to underpay* me full 
amoimr, provided that double the deficiency 
shall bo collected at the other end. When thc 
sttudtr is kuowu, however, he is to be notified 
aud required to make full prepayment. Re¬ 
ferred. 

Mr. MQrton (Ilep.), of Indiana, reported 
favorably ou tlie beuate bill to provide for and 
regulate the coaming of vote* for the Presi¬ 
dent and Vico-President, aud the decision of 
questions arising thereon.

Mr. Editor.—Altliougli the lntllvUliial 
who wrote the article tl>ot appeared In 
the Ornette, IsailcU Fob. 11, criticising 
the Grammar School In thla village, 
•hows a good deal of surprise that any 
one should presume to reply to it, I shall 
make a second attempt. I shall labor un¬ 
der the disadvantage of not knowing who 
my opponent is. The public and myself 
can guess, but guessing Is not knowing. 

I know not whether the writer Is male or 
female. When I have occasion to allude 
to the writer, I shall, therefore, employ 
the pronoun of the masculine gender. 

I have no desire to continue this dis¬ 
cussion for the sake of keeping tip a con¬ 
tention with any one. I write this arti¬ 
cle because I feel that truth aud the Jus¬ 
tice of my cause demand It. I feel hurt 
at what has been ivritteu about the school, 
still I shall try to nvold all bitterness in 
what I write. Although there la a strong 
temptation to retort to the sarcasm that 
prevades the second article, I shall en¬ 
deavor to refrain from doing so. 

It seems tome that every cuudhl person 
must feel that the first article was a di¬ 
rect attack upon this school. The school 
was singled out, and the teachers, ns a 
consequence, wero held up to public crit¬ 
icism. lloea not the writer's complaint 
against N. K. for dealing in personalities, 
come with an 111 grace, after doing this? I 
regard the article unjust, for several rca- 
sou. First:-It was ambiguous. One not 
knowing the circumstances would think 
that the entire school was complained of; 
whereas It appears to have been one class 
only, taught by otic of the teachers. This 
was tha principal feature of the article that 
led me to reply t<r It. Feople living be¬ 
yond the limits of this ward, who read 
the article, would say, “ Why, the tirain¬ 
mar School In the village where the Ga¬ 
zette is published, is taught by J. W. A." 
You sec. Mr. Editor, tlint the clmuces 
wore, that the majority of the readers of 
the article would think that I was the 
one complained of, and their remarks 
and criticisms would be alinod at mo.— 
Evoi some In tills village thought at 
first, that my class was the one referred 
to. Second:—It seems to me that It was 
wrong to publish tha matter to the world, 
even'If correct, through the columns of 
a newspaper, before talking with the 
teaehsrs. 

Let me say, right here, a few words 
about putting articles In the papers about 
the schools and teachers. Teaehsrs ire 
not town officers. They are employed 
by the school-committee, are under their 
direction and nrc responsible to them.— 
The school-committee arc chosen by the 
town to supervise the schools. They are 
responsible to the town for the manage¬ 
ment ef the schools. If the people find 
that the schools aro not well managed, 
who are they to go to for a remedy ? Ev¬ 
idently, to the school-committcc. If a 
parent feels aggrieved by anything that 
occurs at school, ho should lay his ease 
before the school-committee, and not 
bafore the public through the press. 

It It is not a aery uncommon occurrence 
for an article reflecting upon some teach¬ 
er or school to appeur in a newspaper. 

I can testify that It Is nut very agreeable 
to be thrust so prominently before the 
public. Let any one try to fiat himself 
in such a teacher's placo uud think how 
he would like it. 

I have written the last few seutences, 
as much hi behalf of those teachers who 
have seen tit to keep silent when thus at¬ 
tacked, as on my own account. I will 
■ay hare, that If any parent, at any lime, 
feels dissatisfied or aggrieved by my 
management, 1 shall be very glad to have 
linn come and talk the matter over with 
me; and, as far as I know, tills Is the gen¬ 
eral disposition of teachers. 

I referred to three other unjust fea¬ 
tures, in my first article. One was tile 
wrong impression given, respecting the 
age of the pupils. Another was the as¬ 
sumption that the ten examples wore as¬ 
signed by the teacher,to lie dune nt home 
in addition to the day's work at school — 
an evening’s recreation. A third 1 was 
quoting one of the two hardest as a spe¬ 
cimen of the lesson. 

1 wil now explain about those fifteen 
examples. I will frankly admit that I 
did make a mistake about them; I have 
no wish to misrepresent anything about 
the matter. I understood, when I wrote 
my former article, that the class had per¬ 
formed these examples. It was wholly 
unintentional on the part of the teacher 
to allow me to lie thus misled. My rea¬ 
son for saying anything about them, was 
to show Hint the class had had some 
practice in the principle Involved in those 
ten examples. Those examples were In 
reduction of compound numbers. The 
class lind been studying reduction for 
several weeks, and the teacher Informs me 
that she explained the method of per- ! 
forming the examples ul the time of as¬ 
signing the lesson, ns was her custom. 

It may be well to state in this connec¬ 
tion Hint it is Hie practice of the teacher 
to give the class a good nnrny examples 1 
out of the book, and possibly, “Anon" 
might have learned, on enquiry, that 
some of the examples thus given would 
have taken the place of some of the llf- 

t«ra. 

A have -given my explanation. Now 
will “ Anon ” be kind enough to explain 
why he gave such a representation about 
the ten examples as he did ? 

I have asked the teachers about the 
child of eleven years of age referred to, 
and they both .‘ell me that no parent has 
made a request to them, to place such a 
child In a lower grade, aud 1 am sure 
that uo auch request has been made of 
me. On the contrary, I can point to 
more than one instance, where parents 
have not only strongly objected to buve 
their children placed In a lower grade, 
but have urged me to promote them, 
when. In my judgment, they were whol¬ 
ly unfitted for It. 

I feel satisfied that tho work assigned 
for Hie class to perform, Is not too dif¬ 
ficult for the average pupil. It may be 
that some of the poorest scliolurs have c 
to work very hard, and possibly harder 
than is good for them. Now what 
Would the writer do abouf It? If he has 
a child, or if uuy friend of his lias a * 
child In the class who dues not under¬ 
stand whut he is going over, or who is i 
being overworked, or who is sowing the 
aacds of disease and death iu the system, 
by trying to keep up with his class, why 
duu’t the parent have his child pul lulu a 
grade where he can perform the work 
with intelligence and safety ? 

My experience and observation teach ■ 
me that the parents nru us responsible 
—to say She least —for this hut-house 
training, when It Is douc, as arc teach- 1 
•rs. ! 

Many parents are iu great haste to 
have their children go over the ground.— J 
They are anxious to push them from grade | 
to grade. High School teachers aud 
scliodl-committcca will bear me witness 
that wuuy parents have urged, nay plead 
to have their chlldrcu placed 111 the 
High School before they were qualified to 
enter. 

I don't know who the young lady of J 
thirteen was, that was spoken of as go- f 
lug home with swollen eyes, Jie., but we 
have uo doubt that more than one girl of j t 
thin cell years of age, who attends a ' 
Grammar School, ami has an older broth- j 
er at home, has worried more for (ear 
thul people would think she was the one 
rel'errcd to, than she would have done 
over several such lessons. 

There are some other points I might 
notice, but my article Is already lengthy, - 
and 1 will close with a UticT notice of 
“Anon's" example. I slated in uiy article 
that the class hud two hours In which to , ' 
perform the examples, if (A, y irunted.— i . 
Now was Is quite right to lulcr from that. | 
that this was the common practice iu 
Grammar Schools? It certainly is uot In 
mine. It was found necessary to give 
the class this unusual length of time for 
their Arithmetic, for a short time before 
thr super lute mle ill’s written exauiuiatiou 
Iu order Hint they might perform the work 
laid out bv him, us they were less fitted 
V> meet his requirements in kiithiuctlc j j 
than lu their other studies. J. W. A. ! i

He continued: “I hon¬ 
estly beliove tlmt these slnudor* on yonr 
name and setir n nrn false, nnd I shall 
bring this firm to epeedy justice, wheth¬ 
er 1 am in or out of tho nrmy. I shall, 
if yon desire, transmit all tlio docu¬ 
ments entire to yon for yonr informa¬ 
tion and for snclt action ns yon may see 
fit to take,” His lotter explains that 
these documents consisted of memoranda 
hn hail made of things he hail heard 
aniil by Evans and tho other membora of 
tho firm. Tho findiags of the conrt 
wore approved by the President, mill 
Hohinson was shortly afterwards cash¬ 
iered on tho grounds therein stated.

Mr. Sherman (Rep.), of Ohio, introduced a 
bill to limit the jurisdiction of heads of de¬ 
partment* in regard to allowance of claims. 
Referred to tho judiciary committee 

It provide* that no claim against tho United 
State* in any executive department, after 
being finally “ considered anil rejected’’ l>y the 
head nf that department, shall be subsequently 
considered or allowed in whole or in part by 
the head of that department; hut if presented 
again may ho referred to the court of claim*. 
It aIho prohibits the consideration and allow¬ 
ance by tho department* of any claim that ac¬ 
crued moro than two year* before the presenta¬ 
tion, providing that *uch claims must he re¬ 
ferred to the court of claims, if withiu the 
limits prescribed by section 1,0C1 of the re¬ 
vised statute*. It is mode tho express duty nf 
the accounting officers of thotrcasuiy to ex¬ 
amine and pa** upon tho legality and amount 
of each ciaim recommended for payment, a* 
fully and completely a* if no such roc nnmeudn- 
tion had been made.

LETTER FROM WA8HII0T0I.

Washinotom. March 26, 1976. 

The other day, while paMing through 
the Capitol, It occurred to me that a pass 
Ing description of some of Its beauties 
Would form a no* uninteresting subject for 
• letter to the UrueUt. The dearth of im¬ 
portant news during the past week fur¬ 
nishes the occasion, nnd a rainy morning 
the opportunity, to note one of the fea¬ 
tures of this magnificent building, which 
Is apt to escape the eye of the casual vis¬ 
itor. Of the hundreds of thousands of 
visitors who annually visit the Capitol, 
there are few who notice, or noticing, 
care to atop and examine, the multitude 
of frescoes In the corridors of either floor. 
The magnitude of the structure, the glar¬ 
ing beauties of its adornment, the brilliant 
hues or the paintings anil tints of sun¬ 
light sifting through the top-lights, the 
ponderous and ornate cornices, the shin¬ 
ing walls of many tinted msrhlns, the 
tasseliutcd pavements, absorb the atten¬ 
tion which a lint and caaual visit afliirils. 
The thick walla and absence of snnllght, 
eo wrap one In ahadow, that experience 
■lone can accustom the eye to (he dim 
twilight elfuct, and anabla It to appreciate 
the blddoa liceutlea of the halls and cor¬ 
ridors. Particularly la thli tha case In the 
passages beneath either bill of assembly, 
and In the rear of the Senate-chamber, 
•ml the Hall of the House. As one pusses 
through these passages, dimly lighted by 
the gas-JcU, that throw dickering shadows 
on the Hntgd walls, a scusulion of quiet 
colors attracts him; s confused mass of 
partially Illumined colon gradually dawn¬ 
ing upon the senses like a dimly deflin-d 
web of nlubow hues. Lookiug closely 
to the walls snd ceilings, the dim figures 
resolve themselves Into landscape and 
marine view, portrait and emblematic de¬ 
sign, bird, beast, flower, fruit and insect, 
In graceful touch and delicately fashioned 
line. Should one examine the grand ag¬ 
gregate, lie would find that every blossom, 
every fruit, every bird kuonn to America, 
la here faithfully and artistically depleted. 
In Individual pauela we discern stories 
of tropic ami of pole, of morning nnd of 
evening, the bright hued birds of Florida 
bathing at the fountain of perennial youth, 
the htida of the rose and myrtle heavy 
with Ntw England dew, while" myriads or 
tiniest Insects stud leaf and bough, as 
they depend IniAihity festouns above our 
heads. Pictured designs of the legends 
of mythology, of aboriginal story and 
more cnltured verse, stare out upon one 
at every turn. We pass by, noting the 
•odless variety of design, the minute Mu¬ 
lsh of the daintiest worm and insect on 
leaf or hud; recognize with tli-llghl a fa¬ 
miliar face In portrait, or a well-known 
landscape; ilaRd In amazement before a 
delicate group of gotldest and cherub, 
orof satyraiai nymph, and if you inquire 
of louugiug oinclol. as has the writer, the 
name of the artist to whose tender grace 
and unexampled taste we owe this pleas¬ 
ing decoration, you Mad yourself as w ise 
as before; fur the -said oliiclal will puuish 

S our temerity In exposing his ignorance 
y a Mush ami a frown, and n elenrly ex¬ 
pressed intention of ejecting you from 
the premises, If the features be auy index 
of desire. 

But careful inquiry of the ever cnnsld- 
arate and amiable Mr. Spofforcl, will tell 
you, us It did me, that the wonderful 
frescoes ure the work of two young tier- 
mans, who for suveu long years labored 
In the urtiMclal light, with straining eyes 
and fragile constitutions, burning in upon 
these walls their wonderful impressions, 
until the declining health of ouc ami the 
failing eyesight of the other forced them 
to rest from their labors—aud leave the 
completion of their endless tusk toothers. 
In a premature grave Ilea the younger, 
while- the e.der, sionc-bllud, weaves bas¬ 
kets for a living iu the city of Hamburg. 

To these careful and conscientious art¬ 
ists succeeded Brumidi, who now reigns 
supreme iu the passages aud Committee 
rooms of the Capitol. Search through 
the building at any hour of the day—and 
1 am not quite sure hut that at any hour 
of the night—and In some dark passage, 
or corridor, or slair-case, ur apartment, 
perched ou a fragile staging, suspended 
“ 'twixt Heaven und earth," peuelliugswav 
for life, you'll Mud Urumldi. I know o*f 
no one who can tell exactly when he llrsi 
commenced to paiut within the Capitol, 
lleuculh one gaudy pauorama iu the Sen¬ 
ate basement I found, iu diamond caps, 
‘-Brumidi, 1965." Some one has said, 
“no man can remember when he was not 
painting In the Capitol; no mail can fore- 
aec the time when lie will not be painting 
atiil. He Isa sort of artistic Melcbtseitec, 
without beginning ur end of days." The 
lover of true art stands aghast at the 
monstrous creations of Urumidi's genius. 
The guide-book tells us that -the decora¬ 
tions of the plluvteis of the corridors arc- 
recollections of the loggia of Raphael In 
the Vatican, with additions from the nat¬ 
ural history of America." Imagine Urn- 
midi ou a swinging scaffold, down deep Iu 
the basements of the Capitol, bedaubing 
tile walls with reenllectioes of Raphael, 
Interspersed, where memory falls, with the 
Mgures of a graceful peltcau above a frisk- 
lug potato-bug rampant, or a Jersey iiiua- 
qulto cou chant. Tuis remarkable genius, 
who deserves the title of "urtlst-lalircatc," 
has painted over more square miles of 
space than uuy other paiuler since the 
world began. High up Iu the Douiv, 190 
feet from the pavemeut. with allegoricui 
figures covering a canopy which measures 
204 feet around the base, we Unit a eireular 
procession of Impossible females, clad in 
iudeserlhable robes, performing a put tit 
sud around the Father of his Country, 
while Neptune, In the figure of Gideon 
Wells, Is about to pluuge a trident Into 
au Improbable cherub, wbo is handing a 
rope to Amphrodlte. Aud for this won¬ 
derful crealioii liiumidl received £19,000. 
The l’resideul's Room Is ouv of the finest 
apartments of its kind in the world, hut 
even lids room Is spoiled by the- presence 
of lirumlili’s impossible- creations, repre¬ 
senting more things Iu Heaven and earth 
than ever wus dreamed of. The portrait 
of every American who lus arrived to tin- 
honor of presiding over a Congressional 
Committee aluce the udoptiou of the 
Constitution; u portrult of every beast ol 
the held, every fowl of the air, uud every 
fish of the sea, may be found on the walls 
of the Capitol, astonishing reminders of 
Brumidi's genius aud persistence. And 
he Is still painting away as stoutly as lie 
painted iu lHoh.nud as lie- will undoubted¬ 
ly puiut in 1976, for there are yet ante¬ 
rooms and passage ways, aud cellars and 
rat-holes, aud sewers without number, 
that ure as yet uudecurutcd. There are 
yct unnumbered Congresses and Commit¬ 
tees and Chairmen iu the future, whose 
portraits are- to lie paluted and whose 
deeds extolled Iu chrome uml undn-i. 
Ami yet I could not mention a more pleas- 
aut hour fur the visitor to the Cupitol than 
to search amoug the passages of the w iugs 
lor the I rescues and artistic decorations 
of greuler or less urlgiualily and north. 
He will find much to admire, perhaps less 
to criticise, than does the writer; he will 
ut least conclude that the dceotailuus of 
the n ulls ure nut the least of the beuutles 
of the Capitol.

TUB BIO BBABOa DB DIOS. 

Morning In Houston, calm, languid, en¬ 
chanting morning. Through the rl.ing 
mint* the hint crimson steals softly In 
dim lints of splendor; up from the shal¬ 
low bsyou come* the murmuring auuiiil* 
or beating pndille* and the hum of busy 
voices; from the environing prairie drift* 
the subdued melody of liiaecl volri-s, the 
fklnt chirping of awakening clnls. the 
quiet harmony of morning breeze* ** 
they algli through the leaves of the fring¬ 
ing timber. Penetrating in It* profusion 
cornea the heavy fragrancu of the magno¬ 
lia. mingling with the dense perfume of 
the sonlkeru pine and cedar. Down the 
distant pavement patters the resounding 
footsteps of some early laborer, the rat¬ 
tling of some matutinal vehicle is borne 
In Increasing clatter to our ear*, as It ap¬ 
proaches our vicinity uml rouses the 
sleepy paroquet* to shrill and discordant 
ncreeclics, aud the dogs to dismal howls. 

from the distant tree-tops come the 
waving beams or advancing sunlight, 
mantling the dull brick walls, the strag¬ 
gling clumps of oleander and Jasmine, the 
sharp spires of the church towers, wliii 
Its dawning splendor. The town Is wak- 
eulng lazily, snd like some tired humanity 
yawns and dozes, as it lies lolling In the 
languid sun bath. To our walling ears 
comes the low rumbling of the gong, as it 
ascend, the stairs nnd swells It. brazen 
clamor down Hie ball. In deafening sum¬ 
mons to bestir ourselves for breakfast and 
the early train, two concomitants that 
iinforliiiistely wait for flu mall. lilt 
o'clock of this glorious Juno morning, 
nmi we throw ourselves back on the cush¬ 
ion* of the Pullman car at the Texas 
Central depot, as the engine shrieks defi¬ 
antly and puli, us with a jerk away from 
the enchantment* of the Bayou city.— 
Past the busy machine simp* nnd clang¬ 
ing forges, out ftom the yard of switches, 
past Hie low barrack* of the section 
hands, the tottering cabins of unambitious 
freedmcii, the compaC building, of the 
colton-mlllj snd packcrles, and speeds us 
■way out on the open prairie. 

A prairie mica n* no pen or pencil can 
describe; a prairie such ns once seen you 
evil! never forget. Beaching iu limit for 
more than fifty miles, stretching tu one 
long line from Houston to Hempstead, 
and ill breadth from thirty to forty miles, 
it presents a scene of veniant beauty 
that baffles description. The low stub¬ 
ble, in rolling similitude to the waves of 
the sea, the distant fringes of timber 
marking tlie water-courses; the groups 
of wild-eyed cattle whom the screaming 
of our locomotive scatters to the four 
Winds; Hie while sailed prairie-schooners 
.landing out against the horizon: the 
standing-pool, fringed with the gorgeous 
pruirle-fiower. in bewildering lines and 
tints : the startled animal life that spring, 
up from the tall gru.s, as we rnltle by 
their hiding places and scampers away In 
'lie distance, their tall cars and frisky 
tails waving defiance, as they appear and 
disappear iu the prairie wallows; nnd 
over all. the clear blue canopy or a Texas 
sky, enclosing an atmosphere that in its 
rarity magnifies nnd embellishes the view. 
Here, with all the accompaniments of 
modern railway travel, we recline on our 
cushioned seats, ami the vast and bi illiuut 
panorama passe* hefDe us in ever pleas¬ 
ing changes. But come with me instead, 
with mustang and Indian saddle, aud 
scampering over the glorious plains I can 
show you beauties or scene and cxhlleru- 
tlon such as you never dreamed of. But 
still, not now. As yet we are bu‘. enter¬ 
ing the confines or Texas, and the smell 
of salt water la lingering in our minds 
and habiliments alike. The.railway car, 
the luxuries of upholstery and diet, the 
facility of the telegraph. Hie rapid mail, 
are all our portion. Soon we shall Uud 
these hill memories; the towns them¬ 
selves belli lid us; these soberly ami ftt.li- 
iuuably dressed people who sit beside us 
in tlie train uud louugc so eomrorinbiy at 
their ease, will change for faces that are 
strange, costumes that are novel, customs 
Hint ure unfamiliar. 

At Hempstead we leave the main line 
und branching to the westward, speed 
away toward Austin. Before reacliiug 
Urealiain we cross upon a treacle bridge 
tlie beautiful Brazoa. Clear, limpid and 
sparkling to our vision as we gaze rrom 
the dizzy height, one would hardly imag¬ 
ine it the turbulent, destructive Hood it is, 
ut times. Rising iu the fur northwest, 
more thun live hundred miles iu a direct 
Hue rrom the Gulf into which it flows, it 
waters au immeuse area or tlie moat beau¬ 
tiful. Slid through Its aid the most fertile 
laud iu the whole cotton section of the 
South. With a total length, by ressou of 
its many bend, ami twists, of nearly niiic 
hundred miles, und navigable tor several 
months for three hundred, It preseutsone 
of the finest watsr-courses ou tlie Conti¬ 
nent ; and still It is but one of the many 
rivers of Texas. Tlie bank, of the Bra¬ 
zos are everywhere beautiful. Flowing 
through meadows green aud waving iu 
the clear sunlight, by busy towns and 
straggling hauilets; thiough deep uud 
rocky gullies, over graulle boulders uud 
among broad, endless thickets, It waters 
an are* of hundreds of thousituds of seres 
anil prepares it for the skillful hand of the 
farmer. Ill its overflows even, when incu 
tly before its torrent, and huge trees and 
logs are borne before its resistless cur¬ 
rent, It leaves the country the better foi- 
ils fhry, and covers the vicinity of Its 
banks with tlie accumulations of its pro¬ 
gress in fertilizing prolusion. Kit down 
with me by this gliateulug cascade, with 
Hie overhanging brunches of Hie live-oak 
above us, down which tho clluging ten¬ 
drils of the vine droop, and festoon the 
meeting branches iu sylvau tenderness, 
aud listen to the legend of the waters. 

When the Great Spirit looked upon ills 
people ou the broad plalus ami in the 
mighty forests, and saw the soils aud 
daughters of tlie woodlands coursing o’ei 
the beautiful prairies on the noble wild- 
horse which his bciiedccnce has provided 
for them, and saw the licalUt-givlug maize 
shoot forth rrom the rich field, as they 
threw up the blaek soil about thsir roots, 
lie looked upon his work uud prououuced 
it good. Whcu be cast ins eyes upon the 
coust Slid over the burden of the mighty 
lakes, w here the salt waves dashed against 
Hie sand shores, and Hie murky waters 
threw their spray over the juitlug crags, 
lie saw his people cs.tli^ihe long .pear 
and piercing tlie Juicy creatures of the 
sea and watched them laua b the hark 
cauoc aud liuui tha fhr boasts with the 
busily tails, aud wrap about them their 
dark skins to protect their bodies from 
the north-winds, he looked upon Ids work 
and pronuui.ceil it go-si. 

But he llait-utd. aud the murmurs of the 
people of tlie plalus came to his ears.

And the imaginative tell of ringing laugh¬ 
ter, of angry words, of agonizing tone.-, 
Hist are still heard on Hie bluffs al night 
fall, and the cry of " Manuelo" shrieked 
upon tlie evening air, while the dweller- 
on the sand hills listen to the phantom 
voices, shake their heads .in wonderment, 
and avoid the wulk by th* bluffs of the 
Rio Brazos. 

It was in the early summer of 1910 that 
tlie father of the gentleman who gave me 
the following incident fouud himself an 
adventurer iu thcrauks of Jean Laflttc—a 
traveller in every clime, a cosmopolitan 
of means beyond Ms necessities or wants, 
landed without friends or acquaintances 
at the little Spanish port of Velasco.— 
Procuring a dug out and such provisions 
as it would safely carry, lie essayed the 
rasli mid perilous ascent of the river. As 
its glories opeued tip before him the luxu- 
rlauee of its vegetation, the fertility of 
Hie lauds that bordered its shores, the sa¬ 
lubrity of its climate impressed them¬ 
selves upon his senses as had not the most 
favored lands of the earth. Truly, thought 
he, this Is Paradise—this the scat of fu¬ 
ture empire—this the garden spot ol 
America. Lnuding one evening, after 
many a long week's journey, during which 
his tliiil-loek furnished him wiih every 
need of wild food, lie found himself sur¬ 
rounded by a group of Caddo Indians, 
whose astonishment at his strange and 
solitary appearance led them to forget 
their savage instincts. Their lauguugc 
was unknown to him; Ids pantomimic 
attempt to converse with them led to but 
one Intelligible response, aud that inces¬ 
santly, it being the only Spanish word or 
word, they knew. When lie pointed to 
the river they always answered “ El Bra¬ 
zos del Dios." It was the Spanish desig¬ 
nation of thu liable river that rolled be¬ 
fore them—“ The right-arm of God."— 
I he adventurer, through tlie force of ne¬ 
cessity, joined the tribe, became ouc of 
'.heir chiefs, married one of their mai- 
deus, and to this iueideut did he owe his 
first knowledge of the title of the river 
lie had been the first American to navigate, 
l'lie designation I* a sententious une, but 
more applicable it could not have been. 
Like tlie all protecting arm of ihe Father, 
Hie grand and noble river feed* ami pro¬ 
tects the struggling thousands that exist 
along Its borders. Iu the soil it waters 
uro grown almost every article of vegeta¬ 
ble yield know ii to the continent. Colton, 
of which it raised more than .aO.OOO bale* 
in 1975, corn, tobacco, hemp.indigo, wheal, 
barley, rye. flax, almonds, pecans, figs, 
oranges and lemons, aud every fruit known 
to its sectiou. Through its forests bound 
the d—r and hide the grouse, the par¬ 
tridge, the prairie-chicken, the wild tur¬ 
key and geese—and from their branches 
danglu the most luscious grapes. In its 
waters lurk Hie bass, Hie trout, the south¬ 
ern salmon, the perch, and others of the 
tliiuy tribe whose mimes 1 cannot now re¬ 
call. At its mouth are fouud Uic oyster, 
the lobster and a species of shrimp, the 
largest and finest 1 huvu ever seen. 

llrciihaiu, the seal of Washiuglou Coun¬ 
ty. is a town of some considerable pre¬ 
tentions, aud the capital of one of tlio 
largest and most populous counties In ihe 
slate. Slucc I first saw it, it has lucres*! d 
iu trade uud population nearly threefold. 
The couulry round aud about it Is un¬ 
usually productive, rich uud fertile. The 
famous LuBahla prairie la partially within 
the county and partially In Fayette, though 
entirely iu wlial is known u* the 'Brazo- 
boituiu." This i* one of the richest tracts 
of laud Iu the whole southwest, uml the 
cxleut of Its productions are almost fab¬ 
ulous.
